vstion. South Dakota, in June of 
1975. 

Paul Skyhorse and Richard 
Mohawk, co-founders of the 
Chicago chapter of the American 
Indian Movement, were arrested 
in Oclober of 1974 on charges of 
robbing and murdering cab driver 
GeorgeAird. Aird was murdered 
in a dispute over coh fare rafter 
the 27-year-old cab driver had 
dropped off three persons — 

Marvin Relshirt, Holly Broussrard, 
and Mareelle Eng] c sta ff — at a 
Venturn Cnunty AIM encamp- 
ment. 

TH REE ARRESTED 

The three were arrested with 
the viclims blond on their 
clnlhing and his belongings in 
their possessie n. A knife and 
Aird'skeys were fotmd in Brons- 
sard's pnekeLs while blood- 
soaked glüves were found in her 
purse. The three were aubse- 
quently charged with four counis % 
of murder. robbery\ kidnap and 
conspiracy. 

Skyhorse and Mohawk w r ere 
altending an American Indian 
educrationral rally in Phoenix, 

ArLzona, nearly a week after the 
murder when they were arrested 
and brought tt> Los Angelos. The 
tw r o had waived their extradition 
rights believing that they were

The Indian activists are being 
held in maximum security solitary 
confmement. with no bail. The 
state s only evidemce agaïnst 
ihem is ihe testimony of the three 
original suspects who were re- 
leased by puike in exchange for 
testimony, Both of them are 
forced to w r ear leg shackles to all 
court rapperaronces although there 
is no physical evidence linking 
Skyhorse and Mohawk to the 
crime. 

An example of the racist 
atmosphere which has sur- 
rounded the trial is that the 
Venturn County Bar Assoctalion 
wTote and performed a racist skil 
entitkd "Tonto." which was a 
comedy takeoff on the Skyhorse 
Mohawk case. ral their nnnual 
banquet.

After 
questïonmg McKinney carcfully 
to make sure he realized he was 
liable for conlèmpt. Judge Fried- 
man ordered him Lm media tely 
sent to jail for refusing to teslify, 
He later sentenced htm to suc 
months. bul the C&Jiforaia Su¬ 
perior Court reversed the deci- 
sion, stilling that McKinney had 
acted within his co nst kul ion al 
righis. After spending a few 
weeks in the county jail, McKin¬ 
ney was released on baiJ. As I 
said, he was a couragcous man 

Finally, on the mornlng of 
August 22, I look the witness 
stand. A number of people had 
doubted I would testify because 
they thoughl \ would nol be able 
to haodle a merci loss cross-exam- 
inat ion by Jensen. Hut octually 
[ looked forward to il For six 
weeks I had sat besïde Charles 
Garry in the eoüitroom and 
lis te nerf to Jensen daim that I 


had murdered Frey in co ld blood. 

I had watched him try to sell 
the jury on the fact that I lowd 
violence. that I had a hlatory of 
provoking policemen, and that 
there was reason to believe 
I did not teil the truth I war.ted to 
set the record straight and prove 
to the jury that 1 was innocent. 

BLACK MAN rN AMERICA 
I aUo was determmed to lef 
thern know what it meant to be a 
Black man in America and wby it 
had been necesssry to fonn an 
organization Jike the Black Pan- 
ther Party. After that, f hoped 
they would understand why Frey 
had illegally stopped my car on 
the moming of October 28, 

Go m' open ed up by as king m e 
the two aJUimporUmt questions: 
wheiher I had killed OfHcer John 
Frey and whether J had shot and 
wnunded Officér Herben 
Heanes. I gave the only possii.de 
answers — the truth. No. I had 
not. After that, we wem through 
the necessary background lead- 
ing up to the incident, which in 
this case began the day I was 
bom,

Approximately 45,000 m five 
per cent of South Africa's primary 
and high school studenU are 
en rol led in private schools, In 
South Africa, the Catholic Church 
also runs segregated private 
schools for Biadks and Colored 
peopte m the 'townships' in 
which they are f o reed to live.

Tlianks to the irUeltigence of 
the prcsiding judge of the Court, 
the main witness against Gear¬ 
hart was Gearhart , himself. 

ïn summary , his individu al trial 
went as followv the I .S. hwyer 
sent — supposedly - by his 
family, used questions that 
would end up almost in varia bly 
with the tng pfriTose. “isn't that 
right?' so the prisooer would 
onïy have to replv, 1 Ves. sir," 
paintod Gearhart as a poor man 
vvho held down vnrious jobs, 
thuugh he never mimiinnod uny 
of thcm by name. (Me&nwhfie, 
the lawyer held in his hands a 
bonk (.hat specifica]!v menlümed 
National Student Help, a CIA 
front organist ion. as Gearhart' s 
place of work.1 

U w’jis proved, thrmigh a credit 
card issued by a powerful U.S. 
bank in the prisoner s name and 
füund on him when he was 
capturpct he had forgotten to 
destroy it — that, inslead of 

béing 30,000 dollars ïn debl, as 
cïaimed, he had a very good 

income. If he hadn t had such an 
income. no bank would have 

aulhurized its subsidtanes to 
provide him wilh money any- 

where in the world. 

The lawyer hnd Gearhart reply 
Vos, sir. when he asked him if 
he cunsidered tiimself n man who 
never lied. but then he came up 
against the facl thal he was a 
momber (a fact whfch he had 
denïedïof the Internationa] Asso- 
ciation of Wild Geest?. whïch 
reeniiied mercenaries for al] of 
Africa ruled by Mtke Horace, the 
CaJIan of the Congo, nou* active in 
Rhodesia and Namjbio. 

SENTENCE STATED 

The sentence sta led, '"In spite 
of what the prisoner says, the 
Witd Geeüe are nol an informa- 
tion agency. . .the 15 dollars that 
he sent ihem enrnlled him as a 
member of tbaL sinister organïza- 
tion” 

The copy of a customs controf 
card from Zaïre that Gearhart had 
thoiightlèssly kopt with him, 
never dreamïng of the pos si bib ty 
of being captnred, showed that hé 
had not passed anonymously 
ihrough Kinshssa na a part of a 
group, but that he had identified 
himself as a businessman in the 
airport More. tóp, he had lied. 

The lawyer aiso avoided asking 
Gearhart anything aboul whm the 
lx>ok says of his stay in Vietnam 
and what he had done during the 
war against that pen pip —

ta* hnd servud as a bodyguard for 
none Jew ihnn Goneral West* 
muroland and Sccretory of De-

Why was Gearhart the only one 
among the hundreds of merce¬ 
naries that imperialism sent to 
Angola whn had advertised him* 
self fisfl mercenary in Soldier of 
Fortune? Why did he need to 
place that ad at a time when 
se veraf organiKaliona we re al* 
rcady adverti$jng for mercenaries 
in that same magazine, edited by 
a lieuienant colonsl in the U.S. 
Army ; in large-circtilotion U.S. 
and English papers; and on 
Chönnel 7 of U.S. television? 

One hypothesis is that the CfA 
hnd given Gearhart the job of 
ïnvestigating the nu me mus re- 
cruiting organi/ations that had 
sprung up freely. without being 
controLled directly by the c4a, 
many of which, as in the case of 


Bufkïn s orgfljiization — which 
sent Gearhart and Grjllo to 
Angola were seuding few^er 
mercenaries than the number 
contracted. 

It may be that Gearhart H s ad 
was a blind, but his spontaneous 
comment that Bufkin couldn'i 
possibly htï a CIA agent but was a 
crook whom he intended to haul 
inu> court along with his buddy. 
Ltfbo del Sol iwho had pmmised 
to tnke to Gearhart‘s faniily the 
money which Gearhart had given 
him for this purpnse but. in stond, 
had simpiy made off with it), let 
show o CIA agent s mdignatkm 
with a twO'bit espionage agency 
that made n goorf thing out of 
fleecing the unwary. Thïs com- 
ment escaped the prisoner at a 
time when he thought his truc 
role would never be found out. 
The ad might also have been 
placed with lhe idca of creating a 
public cover.

Mozambique’s communiqtie 
reports ü recent escaJation of the 
smear campaign. It aays Jtbq 
propaganda effnrt may ba 
the groundwork for mvt nmvtWfa 
prnvoke o wïder. convenlional 
war in the areo, providing a 
jusüfkmion for attacks on Mo- 
zambiquo. 

Rbodes i éi n raids into Muzam* 
bican leirvtory, as wcll as fornys 
into Bntsw jina, havo broughi both 


diplomatic responses and new 
military preparations on the pan 
of the fronüine States. 

Mozambique prediets in the 
December communiqué that the 
alt&cks will increase, and it 
suggests that Rhodesia might 
send Black mercenaries disguised 
as Mozambicnn soldïers lo launch 
an open altack on South Africa 
ihrough Southern Mozambique. 

Mozambique fenrs that a wider 
conflici resuïting from this and 
uther incidents might result in 
more active Western iplervemion 
on lhe side of the White regime».
